During last year’s International, | was in the hospital wondering 
whether | would be able to keep on farming.

2. Each animal will be at purchaser’s risk as soon as bid off but will not be delivered 
until settlement has been made. Cattle will be cared for and loaded on cars or 
trucks free of charge, but at purchaser’s risk of loss or injury. Cattle purchased 
in this sale may remain at Round Grove until convenient for buyers to receive them. 


3. The Round Grove Herd has been maintained under conditions that insure the proper 
development and good health of each animal. Located in a T. B. Accredited Area, 
there has never been a T. B. reactor or suspect. Tests for Bang’s Disease have been 
conducted regularly. To comply with Indiana regulations, all animals included in 
this dispersian will have passed clean tests for Bang’s Disease and Tuberculosis 
within 30 days of the date of the sale. Health certificates approved by the Indiana 
State Veterinarian will be supplied. 


4.A certificate of registry and transfer will be furnished for all animals and properly 
signed applications will be furnished for the registry of all unborn calves. 


5. The Round Grove Herd is backed by an enviable reputation gained through good 
management and honest business practices. The pedigrees are correct and the 
cattle are healthy. 


6. Nearly every cow in the herd has a calf at foot or shows every evidence of being 
in calf. A final examination for pregnancy will be made by Dr. R. K. Shideler of 
Danville, Illinois, 12 days prior to the sale and the results of these examinations will 
be printed and handed to each prospective buyer on sale day. Since states differ 
on health regulations, all buyers must be aware of the regulations in their own state.

The record of Royfield’s Leader x has few equals in Polled Shorthorn history. Up to 
the present date, 95 sons and daughters have sold for breeding purposes for a total of 
$48,288, averaging $508. 28 more daughters that were retained for the breeding herd, 
7 serviceable age sons and approximately 12 nursing calves will sell in this dispersion. 
Sons and daughters have been purchased by discriminating buyers in 20 states and 
two provinces of Canada. In the Indiana Gold Medal project, Royfield’s Leader x calves 
have always exceeded the required minimum average daily gains (of 2 lbs. for bulls 
and 1% lbs. for heifers) weighing out as high as 2.94 lbs. per day from birth. In this 
project sires are rated according to show placings of their calves. Royfield’s Leader x 
was high scoring Gold Medal Polled Shorthorn bull in 1953, second high in 1956, and 
third high in 1954 and 1955.
